Guthrie, Ok.. Sept. 27.—Three per­ 
sons whose names are not made pub­ 
lic have been appointed by Gov. C. 
N. Haskell to investigate the oil sit­ 
uation with reference (to the propos­ 
ed state oil pi;>e line from the Okla­ 
homa mid-continent field to tfie Gulf 
of Mexico, as well as the feasibility 
or the pipe line project itself. They 
are to make a written report upon 
which the governor will base his con­ 
clusions.

Hask­ 
ell today. 
It is a subject requiring 
Me greatest consideration and study 
so I am in no position to say what 
will or can be done until I bear 
from the i>er»ons who are investi^at 
ing.”

Kelsey and the district Indian agents 
in Oklahoma, the departm eni of the 
interior has issued a new regulation 
abolishing the old system of secret 
appraisem ents upon Indian lands of­ 
fered for s-ale. and in the future the 
I appraisem ent will l>e public property. 
This was done in order to stim ulate 
-buyers and to get farm ers from oth­ 
er states to bid on the land. 
; 
Ut 'has 
l>een the custom 
for the 
governm ent agents to go out and ap ­ 
praise each tract of land, and the 
I bidders had to pay as much as the 
appraisem ent or the land 
was not 
sold. But they -were forced to bid 
Mindly and even after the bids were 
opened they never knew what value 
-the governm ent had placed upon th e 
I land. Under this system it was diffi­ 
cult to get a farm er -to bid. because 
I he dad not proj>ose to tie up his mon- 
i ey on a deal when be did not know 


I but w hat th * governm ent had plac­ 
ed the appraisem ent above what he 
could pay for a farm. Land buyers 
who bought !o>cs of land and bid on 
much more they did not buy, by a 
system of checking up their bids and 
noting when the bids were so low 
the land w*as not sold, and a com­ 
parison of Iuds of other purchasers 
when the land did sell. -got so they 
could approxim ate fairly w ell the idea 
j of value the governm ent appraisers 
j placed on the land, but farm ers who 
| only wanted one farm and never bid 
on Other lands, could not profit by 
such a system . Under the new regula­ 
tion when the land is posted for sale 
the governm ent appraism ent will be 
posted right along with the notice. 
and any purchaser -will know' at once 
w hether the appraisem ent is too high 
Aor ham to reach. 
If it is he will 
not h a w to put up tw enty p er cent 
of the price hid and have it tied up 
for sixty daps before the bid is fin­ 
ally accepted or rejected.

rejjort of State Bank Exam iner and 
Inspector Taylor ujxon affairs of the 
State School Land D e trim e n t was 
made to Gov. Ha*k€*H today, covering 
the period extending from the day of 
statehood to June 30 of this year, 
nineteen and a half m onths. Details 
of 
the 
departm ertt’s 
expenditures, 
none of which are provided for by 
legislative appropriation, 
were 
not 
given, but the report shows that a 
total of $205,920.4)0 was used for sal­ 
aries and exi>enses, or an average of 
$10,560.03 per 
month. 
The 
report 
m akes this comment as to 
the 
de­ 
partm ent’s expenditures: 
“We And no constitutional au th o r­ 
ity whereby the school Land Commis­ 
sioners can use tre school funds for 
purposes of pa, lug the expenses of 
the departm ent, ©ut w e do find spe­ 
cific -provision 
in 
the 
constitution 
whereby public funds shall not l>e ex­ 
pended except in pursuance -to an ap­ 
propriation by law.” 
The 
method 
of collecting school - 
land money and conducting the de­ 
partm ent 
without 
legislative appro­ 
priations, although inherited from the 
T erritorial governm ent, has been the 
subject of much comment. Correspond 
ence l>e»:ween Attorney General West 
and Gov. -Haskell some 
weeks ago 
indicated that the Attorney General 
proposed ‘to institute su it in the su ­ 
prem e court to stop the practice, un­ 
less the governor would convene the 
legislature in special session and ask 
the legislature to pass an act lim it­ 
ing the num lier of employes -the de­ 
partm ent could have and fix their 
compensation. The jesuit of the cor- 
respondenne has not tl>een made pul>- 
lic. 
It -is understood that the depart­ 
m ent made no detailed report upon 
expenditures, for the reason, as the 
report indicates, 
that 
the 
expendi­ 
tures were not authorized by the leg­ 
islative act. hence it fallows, illegal 
save upon resolution or vote of the 
school land com m issioners. 
The report shows some of the in­ 
vestm ents of 
the 
$5,000,000 
school 
fund, and what has accrued to it, to 
be in county lxmds, Lo the am ount of 
$1,004,500, loaned on farm s $2.5ii,.;55 
and d e l e t e d in banks $1,416,240.03. 
The state has reeived through this 
departm ent a total of $6,627,609.81. 
which includes over $25O,0nO from the 
T erritory of Oklahoma, interest and 
principal of the $5,000,000 school fund 
received from the governm ent, and 
interest and collections made since 
statehood. No farm loans have been 
made in Osage and Pushm ataha count 
ies.
